$58,000,000 Excess, 

As chief mechanical engineer, 
for E Services, Gourdon 
said he had worked on engi- 
neering and design phases of 
mechanical features of the Jop- 
pa plant. Ebasco Services was 
replaced as contractor on that 
job after failing to solve con- 
struction problems. Final costs 
are expected to be $58,000,000 
over estimates. The excess is 
costing the Government at least 
$2,800,00 a year extra in power 
charges. 

Gourdon testified as a wit- 
ness for the Dixon-Yates hold- 
ing company interests, which 
seek approval of a $5,500,000 
stock issue as a first step in 
financing the West Memphis 
steam plant to supply power to

KIT FOR MAKING 
JET PLANE PARTS 


A so-called “Voodoo-It-Your- 
self” kit, a cabinet of drawings 
and reproducing materials by 


which service personnel at Air 
Force installations can _ repro- 
duce most of the structural parts 
of the new F-101 Voodoo jet 
fighter, has been developed by 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp. here, 
it was announced yesterday. 
Known officially as the Mce- 
Donnell F-101 Reproduction Kit, 
it was designed for quick re- 
placement of damaged or worn- 
out parts. The cabinet, which 
has special compartments for 
1100 drawings, is a birch chest, 
78 by 68 by 59 inches, and weighs 
2450 pounds. 

Drawings of parts are on a 
special glass cicth. The cloth 
for a specific part is placed over 
sheet metal which has been sen- 
sitized. The cloth-covered metal 
is placed outdoors for a minute 
or two until the sun’s rays ac- 
curately outline the part, which 
then can be cut out by a rela- 
tively unskilled mechanic.

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W.Va., Dec. 11 (AP)—Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell, ad- 
dressing state and territorial At- 
torneys General, touched only 
indirectly last night on public 
school racial segregation—an is- 
sue that once upset plans for 
the meeting. 

The annual session originally 
was to have been held at Biloxi, 


Miss., but Attorney General Eu- 
gene Cook of Georgia vetoed an 
appearance there by Brownell. 
Cook said he objected because 
Brownell joined in urging the | 
Supreme Court to rule against 
public school segregation. The 
Court did so last May. 

White Sulphur Springs finally | 
was selected as a meeting sité | 
chly after the group—the State 
Attorneys General Association— 
decided against convening in 
Arizona because of a restricted 
clientele policy at a hotel there. 

Cook, the association presi- 
dent, was the first to greet 
Brownell last night and joined 
in the laughter when the federal 
official told the group: “Glad we 
finally got together after travel- 
ing around the country.” 

Cook frowned, but ‘did not 
comment, when Brownell made 
his closest reference to school 
segregation—that “in the fields 
which involve fundamental 
rights and human obligations in 
a civilized society, it is the Fed- 
eral Government’s cardinal duty 
to assure the equal protection of 
the laws to all its citizens.” 

Brownell departed from his 
text to add that he believed this 
was something “we have all 
come to recognize.” 

Turning to other matters, | 


Brownell asked the state and ter- 
ritorial legal officials to work 
with the Federal Government 
against illegal narcotics traffic 
and monopolies that restrain | 
trade. 

“We can together make a sig- | 
nificant contribution to our) 
country’s welfare,” he said. 

In adopting resolutions in the 
final day of its meeting, the as- 
sociation did not take up the'| 
segregation issue. 

Elected to succeed Cook as| 
president was Attorney General 
C. William O’Neill of Ohio.

-&T THE END of Dulles’s first two years 
it is becoming evident that the position in 
which he finds himself is more and more 
like that of his predecessor in office, Dean 
Acheson. Increasingly, Secretary Dulles 
has found his field of operations limited 
by domestic politics on the one hand and 
by. Communist intransigence and provoca- 
tio on the other hand. 

Inherent in the job itself are narrow 
limitations imposed by the very nature of 
the revolutionary time in which we live; a 
time of troubles to use Professor Toyn- 
bee’s phrase, multiplied to a global scale. 
Powerful forces in America, including 
many of the leaders in Dulles’s own party, 
are determined to hold the order of things 
as they are or even as they were before 
the conflagration of World War II. This 
greatly complicates the task of the Secre- 
tary of State in the face of a vast upheaval 
in Asia with millions of the dispossessed 
under the spur of an aroused nationalism 
détermined to better their status. 

That is the nub of the problem in the 

months ahead for Secretary Dulles, who 
“has projected a large scale economic 
“aid program for Asia. Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey, con- 
cerned over continuing deficits, has said 
he will oppose any substantial increase 
in. spending. This is the view of con- 
servative Republicans and Democrats in 
“Sengress with whom this reporter has 
talked which makes it unlikely that 
Dulles will be able to get approval for 
‘@ program of any meaningful scope. 
Asked his opinion of Dulles’s two years 
{@office, a seasoned observer of foreign 
policy put it this way: “He knows better 
than he does,” That is to say, very few 
Americans have his knowledge and capac- 
ity as diplomat and negotiator. But he 
finds himself forced to compromise within 
an area of maneuverability that is con- 
stantly being narrowed.

W., Scott McLeod, a former FBI agent, 
remains as administrator of the Bureau of 
Inspection, Security and Consular Affairs 
with wide authority in many fields.

LOOKING BACK at the postwar years, 
Dulles in his book found a “very definite 
shift” in the balance of power in the world 
in favor of Soviet Communism. It is hard 
to see how, if Dulles were still today the 
critic, he would not reach the same con- 
clusion with respect to the five years that 
have intervened since he wrote “War or 
Peace.” The gains that Communism has 
made in Asia, while America continues 
with too little too late, are formidable.

Certainly no Secretary of State has ever 
traveled so far and so fast as Dulles or 


to November 15 he had flown 170,443 miles 
and he has added a little to that total by 
trips since to New York and Chicago. 


In a revealing passage in “War or 
Peace,” Dulles describes the technique of 
Vyacheslav Molotov, the Soviet Foreign 
Minister at a meeting of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers in London. Relating how 
Molotov played off the representative of 
one country against another and blew 
alternately hot and cold, Dulles added: 


“. »« « I have seen in action all the great 
international statesmen of this century, 
beginning with those who met at the 
Hague Peace Conference in 1907> I have 
never seen personal diplomatic skill at so 
high a degree of perfection as Mr. Molo- 
tov’s at that session.” 

But, in the Dulles’s account, the “sincer- 
ity” of the other foreign ministers in the 
end overcame professional artistry of the 
Soviet delegate, who was playing bril- 
liantly the game of deception described 
long ago by the Italian state philo 
pher Machiavelli. Sometimes it has. seemed 
that Dulles himself was torn between being 
the sincere, humble man and a Machiavelli. 

The question in the new Congress will 
be where and how President Eisenhower 
and his Secretary of State can obtain sup- 
port for the Administration policy of peace 
through patience, strength and resolution. 
The desire to please all factions may have 
been commendable when there was still 
the hope of unity at home. But with Sena- 
tor McCarthy's declaration of open warfare 
that hope is shattered and the task in the 
succeeding two years would seem to be to 
consolidate those who want to follow the 
Eisenhower-Dulles policy. 

This will mean. a different and more 
earnest form of bipartisanship than has 
been seen during the past two years. 

In the last analysis it is not the man 
who shapes the office but rather the harsh 
realities of a revolutionary time that dic- 
tate to the individual trying to guide 
America in world affairs. This should 
induce atthe very least a little sympathy 
and -understanding for a Secretary of 
State, whether his name happens to be 
Acheson or Dulles. 


Du Pont Decision Is a Setback 
of Business Combines 


\No Fault Found in Tie-Up 


For Foes 


Court/ Sets No Limits on 
‘Bigness’ or Interlocking 
Directorates—The Issues 
Are Narrowed.

HE 220-page opinion of - United 
States District Judge Walter J. 
LaBuy holding that the du Pont 
dynasty had not yiolated the Sherman 
and Clayton anti-monopoly laws by its 
large stock ownership in General 
Motors and United States Rubber 
ompanies was a definite setback and 
a clarifying lesson to officials leading 
the Government’s anti-trust crusade. 
Directed against what former Attorney 
General and now Associate Justice Tom C. 
Clark called “the largest single concen- 
tration of economic power in the United 
States,” the case argued in Chicago for 
more than a year attracted the attention 
of business men, economists and students 
of government who saw in it an opportu- 
nity for a judicial expression of what the 
late Justice Louis D. Brandeis termed “the 
curse of bigness.” 
By narrowing the issue to the “facts” 
of the dealings between the three com- 
. panies, the trial court’s opinion blazed 
no trails for guidance in subsequent 
litigation relating to “bigness” and found 
that the practice of interlocking direc- 
torates of corporations doing business 
with each other does not necessarily 
restrain trade illegally. By finding no 
fault with what the companies have done 
and are doing, the court, in effect, ap- 
proved similar and perhaps even greater 
combinations. 


At the time the suit was being prepared, | 
in 1947, the du Pont company had assets | 


of $1,438,000,000; General Motors, $2,473,- 
000,000, and U.S. Rubber, $348,000,000, or 
a total of $4,259,000,000. ' 

Since that time, du Pont’s book value 
has increased to about six. billion dollars 
and the other companies have grown pro- 
portionately. Du Pont’s holding of 20,- 
000,000 shares of G.M. stock, acquired 
from an original investment of $50,000,000 
in 1917, has a present market value of 
more than $1,800,000,000. This investment 
is carried on du Pont’s books at $554,000,- 
000, with an explanation that this sum rep- 
resents the equity share in G.M. 

The Government sought to force the du 
Pont company, members of the du Pont 
family, and their family holding compa- 
nies, the Christiana Securities Co. and 
Delaware Realty & Investment Corp., to 
sell or distribute their stock holdings in 
G.M, and U.S. Rubber and thereby end 
their alleged control of the motor and rub- 
ber companies. The day Judge LaBuy’s 
decision was made du Pont common stock 
shot up nine points on the New York Ex- 
change and ended the day with a net gain 
of four and one-half points, closing at 
$166%4 a share. Christiana common stock, 
the highest priced on the over-the-counter 
market, was quoted this week at about 
$11,000 a share.

tion had occurred, it would be necessary 
to determine as a matter of law whether 
the situation disclosed was condemned by 
the statutes. Howeves, there is no need in 
this case to consider that question or to 
discuss legal principles or’ precedents be- 
cause there has been no conspiracy to re- 
strain or to monopolize trade and no re- 
striction or monopolization of the mar- 
ket.” : 

The procedural and legal question con- 
fronting anti-trust officials is this: 

The Supreme Court has repeatedly 
shown its reluctance to review the “facts” 
in an appeal and insisted that the substan- 
tial facts be determined by the lower 
courts and Government. agencies. This 
particular case would put a tremendous 
burden on the highest court. The trial 
lasted more than a year and Judge LaBuy 
took a year to write his opinion. The de- 
fense offered 1098 exhibits and the Gov- 
ernment, 1408. The defense had 43 wit- 
nesses, several now dead, and the Govern- 
ment six. The Government’s post-trial 
brief ran 777 printed pages and was so 


The defense post-trial brief took 461 pages. 
Many highly technical questions relating 
to chemical formulae and intricate finan- 
cial deals are discussed at length in both 
briefs. 

Stanley Barnes, the Republican chief of 
the anti-trust division told the Post-Dis- 
patch that no decision had been reached 
about filing an appeal to Judge LaBuy's 
opinion. The chances of a Supreme Court 
review are very slight, other anti-trust 
lawyers pro and con, believe, 


blocked throughout the remainder of his 
term, his friends are confident he will 
seek re-election to carry on the battle 
for their approval.

At the time the du Pont civil suit was 
filed in 1949 by Attorney General Clark 
there were charges that it was politically 
motivated because the du Pont family had™ 
been large contributors to national and 
local Republican candidates for many dec- 
ades and had increased their contributions 
during the Roosevelt and Truman Adminis- 
trations. President Truman was a great 
admirer of Justice Brandeis and his eco- 


cials in the anti-trust division, such as 
Thurman Arnold, had not been adverse to 
the publicity arising out of large anti-trust 
suits. 

For the Government, it can be noted 
that a two-year study preceded the filing 
of the suit. The “architect” of the case 
was Willis L. Hotchkiss, a Special Assist- 
ant to the Attorney General, who had a 
nervous breakdown about the time the 
trial began. He did not actively participate 
in the arguments. 

By a coincidence, one of the principal 
defense lawyers was John Marshall Harlan, 
now a Federal Circuit Judge, whom Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has nominated for the 
Supreme Court. In the unlikely event that 
the highest court hears an appeal, he and 
Justice Clark would probably not take 
part in its consideration.

BOTH POLITICAL PARTIES are 
pledged to vigorous prosecution of the 
anti-trust statutes—the Sherman and the 
Clayton acts—but the Democrats under 
Roosevelt and Truman were more force- 
ful than the Republicans under Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover. 

Barnes, 54 years old, was the. presiding 
judge of the Superior Court of Los An- 
geles county before accepting appointment 
as head of the anti-trust division. He has 
followed the Eisenhower approach to his 
new duties. With the aid of Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr., he appointed a 
6l-man commission of lawyers, business 
men and Government officials to survey 
-the anti-trust problem and report next 

month. This commission has held national 
and regional meetings during the past 15 
months.and its findings are a closely 
guarded secret. An informed guess is that 
it will new legislation to the 
Eighty-fe Congress but what form it 
will take is unascertainable. 

Barnes pointed out to the Post-Dispatch 
that business bigness of itself is not a 
crime and that the Sherman and Clayton 
acts are directed at restraints of trade and 
monopolistic practices. He said he did not 
know whether bigness per se could be 
reached by federal statutes but conceded 
that Justice Brandeis has suggested a 
practicable method when he noted that 
taxation on inter-corporate dividends could 
be used for that purpose. 

Anti-trust officials are studying Judge 
LaBuy’s opinion te see if they can find 
the weaknesses in the preparation and 
presentation of evidence against the du 
Pont family and the family-controlled 
corporations, Christiana and Delaware 
Realty and Investment. 

The Judge’s opinion, although written in 
pedestrian legalistic language, makes fas- 
cinating reading for those interested in 
corporation fin and business manage- 
ment. Judge LaBuy held that the Govern- 
ment had not made its case against the 
du Ponts. but standing out from the dull 
pages are the bold and intricate financial 
and business operations of Pierre du Pont, 
who died last summer at the age of 84; 
Lammot, who died at 71 in 1952, and 
Irenee, 77, who still takes an active interest 
in business. Also standing out is the late 
John J. Raskob, who resigned from the 
chairmanship of the finance committee of 
General Motors in 1928, when Democratic 
presidential candidate Al Smith persuaded 
him to take the chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 

Alfred P. Sloan, G.M. president in 1928, 
testified in this case that he considered it 
unsound for Raskob to manage a political 
campaign and at the same time continue 
as “unofficial” spokesman for General 
Motors. He said this would put General 
Motors in politics. Raskob’s forced resig- 
nation was a victory for Sloan over Pierre, 
Irenee and Coleman du Pont, who wanted 
Raskob to remain in the powerful position. 
Pierre was so infuriated that he resigned 
as chairman of the G.M. board, but Lam- 
mot succeeded him and remained in that 
office until 1937. 

Although the du Pont interests were 
large enough, by officially recognized 
standards, to control General Motors and 
United States Rubber, Judge LaBuy found 
that acquisition of large blocks of stocks 
“was essentially an investment” and not for 
the purpose of a monopoly or 4 closed mar-~ 
ket for du Pont products. 

“Its motivation,” he wrote, “was profit- 
able employment of a large part of the 
surplus which du Pont had available and 
uncommitted to expansion of its own busi- 
ness.”

It has 
a long, bushy tail and its tracks are 
as big as a man’s hand. 

The really terrifying thing about it 
though is its weird, ghastly cry. 
Sometimes it sounds like a baby 
moaning and crying. Others describe 
it as more like the shrill shriek of a 
terrified woman. They all agree on 
one thing—it’s an unearthly cry that 
will send a chill to the very marrow 
of your bones. 

It sounds a lot like the screech of 
a rosin-covered string attached to 
the bottom of a tin can and pulled 
through one’s fingers. Dogs whine

A Record to Redeem 


Gov. Donnelly enjoys the distinction of being 
the only Governor of Missouri re-elected to a 
full second.term. He also possesses the unenjoy- 
able distinction of having had a major outbreak 
of violence at one or another state institution 
in each of his two terms. 

In his first term it was at the Missouri Train- 
ing School for Boys, at Boonville. The strangling 
of two boys within five months by fellow- 
inmates, and repeated escapes, brought on an 
investigation which disclosed a long history of 
brutality, neglect and filth. 

In Gov. Donnelly’s second term the violence 
broke out at the State Penitentiary, at Jeffer- 
son City. Two major riots, one the worst in 
the state’s history, occurred within four weeks 
this fall. Five convicts were killed, numerous 
guards were injured, seven buildings were de- 
stroyed or damaged by fire and the property loss 
was put at one to three million dollars. 

All these institutional disasters occurred under 
Donnelly appointees. In the State Training 
School debacle of six years ago, the Governor 
reacted by firing all six members of his own 
State Training School Board. This only added 
more violent destruction to the violent destruc- 
tion already suffered. 

“ a * 

The state director of training schools, Louis 
J. Sharp, who had come highly recommended 
from probation work with the United States 


* courts in Washington, felt obliged to resign the 


post he had but recently taken. The superintend- 
ent of the institution at Boonville, John C. Tin- 
dall, whom Mr. Sharp had brought with him 
from federal service, did likewise. 

As an aftermath of the penitentiary riots this 
September and October, Gov. Donnelly’s di- 
rector of the State Department of Corrections, 
Thomas E. Whitecotton, resigned. 

The record here is not one in which Gov. 
Donnelly can find much satisfaction. It is the 
worse because he had himself reduced the peni- 
tentiary’s funds while chiding the Legislature 
for withholding “desperately needed” money 
from that institution. But it is not too bad a rec- 
ord to be redeemed if Gov. Donnelly will act 
with redemptive zeal in the second part of his 
second term. 

. Senator Albert M. Spradling of Cape Girar- 
deau and his Senate Mental Health Committee 
have done the spadework in months of study 
and discussion with specialists. 

Missouri’s correctional institutions gravely 
need new buildings—and while we are on that 
subject, so do its mental institutions. . The 
Republican House caucus has just gone on rec- 
ord favoring “a progressive plan of rehabilita- 
tion” for state prisons and “adequate and effec- 
tive treatment” of the mentally ill. 

Roth groups of institutions need better- 
trained and better-paid personnel to man them. 
Above all, they require a new and more hopeful 
attitude toward the reclaiming of the criminally 
maladjusted and the mentally ill.

One of the members of the State Board of 
Training Schools whom Gov, Donnelly ousted 
after the outbreaks at the Training School for 
Boys six years ago—Thomas P. Neill, professor 
of history at St. Louis University—said: 

Many people still hold to the old idea of 
treating the children as criminals. This the- 
ory is held in some form by the Governor 
and is at odds with the program and policies 
of the board and the State Constitution. 
Again this year, Gov. Donnelly insisted on 

reappointing a political hanger-on, B. E. Rag- 
land, as director of the Division of Mental Dis- 
eases, over the opposition of the best profes- 
sional advice in the state. Mr. Ragland’s admin- 
istration had been characterized by penny-pinch- 
ing, merely custodial care. ; 

The idea that nothing can be done to reclaim 
those who have committed a crime or become 
memtmiy disturbed is neither enlightened nor 
humane, We trust Gov. Donnelly takes a more 
constructive view than that. 

We commend to him the attitude of Gov.-elect 
George M. Leader of Pennsylvania, who has an- 
nounced that improvement of his state’s men- 
tal institutions will be one of the major ob- 
jectives of his administration. 

If Gov. Donnelly does take the construc- 
tive view, the best way he can assert it is 
by acting accordingly. Two virtually unlimited 
opportunities await him in the correctional and 
mental institutions of Missouri. . 
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Retreat by Gen. Van Fleet 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet has just conducted 
a most necessary retreat. The former Eighth 
Army commander in Korea allowed himself to 
be listed as one of the committeemen in the 
10,000,000 Americans Mobilized for Justice”— 
the national organization formed to fend off the 
official condemnation of the junior Senator 
from Wisconsin. From Auburndale, Fla., Gen. 
Van Fleet has sent the Senator this telegram: 

I am shocked by your bitter attack on the 

President of the United States, a full copy 

of which I have read on my arrival home. 

In the past I have supported you in your 

fight against inte™national Communism, but 

never have agreed with your methods. Your 
last attack on our great President causes me 
to withdraw all support. 

This leaves retired Lt. Gen. George E. Strate- 
meyer and retired Adm. John G. Crommelin 
still directing a discredited effort that has 
reached only one-fifth of its goal. 

As Gen. Stratemeyer and Adm. Crommelin 
decide whether to follow Gen. Van Fleet in stra- 
tegic retreat, they may care to reflect that the 
names of two of the most highly esteemed of 
our military leaders in World War II never got 
within a thousand country miles of this signa- 
ture racket. We refer, of course, to Gen. George 
C. Marshall, wartime Chief of Staff, and that 
sterling Missourian, Gen. Omar N. Bradley, who 
directed our troops in the field in Europe. 
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Auto Horns and Church Bells 


As a good Parisian, Cardinal Feltin makes his 
contribution to Police Chief Dubois’ ‘‘Make Our 
City Quiet” campaign. The chief started with 
an order against the sounding of auto horns, 
day or night. That made an anachronism of Ira 
Gershwin's “American in Paris,” but maybe it 
was for the best. If a man is to be knocked 
into eternity by one of those Renault taxis, it 
is kind not to fill his last moments on earth with 
the scare of the cab’s blood-curdling horn. 

The good Cardinal now asks his clergy to 
ring their church bells as little as possible. But 
that is likely to deprive the taxi victim of a last 
plangent promise of Paradise. Even if casual- 
ties are left out of consideration, it is difficult 
to regard the church bells as noise makers. 

Consider walking along the quays on a misty 
autumnal day. Through the haze comes the 
sound of the sonorous bells of Notre Dame. It 
is answered by the more fragile bell-notes of St. 
Sulpice. The two St. Germains join in at a 
distance. From far and high the tones of Sacre 
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Coeur drift into the softly metallic chorus. So 
do those of a dozen other churches, grand and 
humble, This is no cacophony. Near at hand 
Notre Dame vibrates with the authority of al- 
most a thousand years. And softened by dis- 
tance the other carillons respond. This is music 
which the greatest concert master must envy. 

These are the bélls which long have an- 
nounced religious feasts, the crowning of mon- 
archs, the outbreak of revolutions, great vic- 
tories and the passing of noble men. These 
bells have sounded. the strident alarm of fire 
and joyous invitations to dancing in the streets. 
More intimately they have entered the life of 
man from font to grave. 

Ring them as little as possible? In his en- 
thusiasm for the betterment of his city, is not 
Cardinal Feltin depriving Paris of a great glory? 
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As to Criticizing Mr. Eisenhower 

Ought the President to be held accountable 
for the actions of his G.O.P. liewtenants? 

Gov.-elect Harriman of New York, Senator 
Gore of Tennessee and Paul M. Butler of In- 
diana, new chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, all have made affirmative answers 


to this question in the past week. Mr. Butler 


was quick to add that members of the Dem- 
ocratic party would “not degrade themselves 
by attacks on the President such as those made 
upon him by a member of his own party.” 

The one soundest way to approach this prob-: 
lem of criticizing the President is from the 
standpoint of the citizen who is independent in 
politics. This independent citizen is not inter- 
ested in partisan criticism or partisan defense. 
He is interested in fair, sound criticism when- 
ever it is needed for the country’s good. 

Up to now Mr. Eisenhower can have little 
complaint about Democratic criticism. No Dem- 
ocrats in Congress have criticized the President 
so persistently or so embarrassingly as have Ma- 
jority Leader Knowland and some of the G.O.P, 
committee chairmen, Time after time the Dem- 
ocrats have supported Mr. Eisenhower when 
Republican votes were either insufficient or ac- 
tually against the White House position. When, 
for example, the President asked for a grant of 
authority to allocate overseas Government-held 
surpluses, it was a Democrat, Senator McClellan 
of Arkansas, who introduced the amendment. 
When the amendment came up in the Senate, 
‘Republicans voted against it, 29*to 14; Dem- 
ocrats voted for it, 35 to 5. 

The prospect is that the new majority party, 
when it takes over Congress next month, will 
continue to give the President strong support 
on foreign aid, defense and important related 
elements in his program. This support will be 
a continuation of backing accorded him in the 
first half of his term. He will be opposed 
sharply on such matters as the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract. Undoubtedly he will be taken up on 
other aspects of the power question and on 
reckless statements of his congressional leaders 
and members of his Administration. 

There is no harm in that. On the contrary 
that is desirable. The guiding principle must 
be to back Mr. Eisenhower wholeheartedly 
when he is right, as when he resists the pres- 
sure from the Radfords for war—and to op- 
pose him when he is wrong. If the Democrats 


‘do that in the next two years their record will 


prove more constructive than that of many of 
the Republicans in the last two years. 
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Maybe a New Slogan? 

Whatever happened to “trade-not-aid?” That 
old slogan is recalled because of Commerce De- 
partment figures which show, not more aid, but 
surprisingly less import trade in October. 

Imports for the month declined sharply and 
non-military exports increased once more, So 
the nations which trade with us suffered a gen- 
eral $405,000,000 loss in dollars. The dollar gap 
has rarely been that high for a single month 
since before the Korean war. And nations which 
continually buy more from us than they can sell 
to us eventually lose their ability to go on trad- 
ing with us and have to buy elsewhere. The long- 
range prospect of a trade imbalance is not good 
for anybody. , 

“Trade-not-aid” was supposed, not just to re- 


duce aid, but to improve trade in exactly the way 


which has not happened. And now that the Ad- 
ministration is considering a new foreign aid 
program for Asia, the old slogan seems in dan- 
ger of being reversed. Somebody in Washington 
ought to think up a new one. If it were accurate, 
nobody would care if it did not rhyme. 
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Strange Goings-On in Chicago 

The shades of Big Bill Thompson and Big Ed 
Kelly must be stirring restlessly in the politi- 
cians’ Valhalla these days. Chicago, politically 
speaking, ain’t what she used to be. 

Who would have dared to predict, in the days 
when Big Bill was offering to punch King 
George in the snoot, that the sheriff of Cook 
County would some day be a professor of soci- 
ology? It doesn’t sound reasonable. 

But it is a fact that on last Monday Joseph 
D. Lohman was installed as Cook county sheriff 
for the next four years. And it is a fact that Mr. 
Lohman, apart from having served as Illinois 
State Parole Board chairman .under Gov. Adlai 
E. Stevenson, is professionally a sociologist who 
gathered data for his doctoral thesis by living 
for a year among the gangsters on the West Side. 

As if this were not enough to make utter hash 


- Aut of Chicago’s traditional political pattern, the 


forthcoming mayoral election adds its own con- 
fusion. Martin H. Kennelly, the city’s handsome 
and honest but rather pale and ineffective mayor 
since 1947, is running for a third term on the 
Democratic ticket. Opposing him in that party’s 
primary is Benjamin S. Adamowski, once cor- 
poration counsel under Mr. Kennelly and be- 
fore that Gov, Horner’s able legislative leader. 
The Democratic organization apparently intends 
to back neither the Mayor nor Mr. Adamowski, 
but County Clerk Richard J. Daley. 

On the Republican side also, quite spectacular 
things are happening. All of a sudden the, Re- 
publicans have a strong candidate, something 
they have lacked for lo, these many years, 
and they don’t quite know what to do about him. 
No doubt their bafflement may be partly due to 
the fact that 36-year-old Robert E. Merriam, a 


two-term alderman who has been a most effec- 


tive critic of Mayor Kennelly and of machine 
politics in general, happens to be a Democtfat. 
Young Mr. Merriam is seeking the 


nomination in order to offer himself as a truly, 

independent, non-machine candidate. He has the 
backing, not only of many anti-machine Demo 
crats, but of Republicans whe remember when | 


his father, the late Charles E. Merriam, distin- 
guished political scientist at the University of 
Chicago, was their own candidate for mayor in 
the early years of this century. 

A Republican mayor would certainly be a nov- 
elty in Chicago even if he were a Democrat in 
disguise. But that would be no more strange and 
wondrous than a sociologist as sheriff.

Furnishings for a New World—A 
whole new set of chemicals is made 
possible by recent scientific develop- 
ments centering in the combination of 
various substances with fluorine, once 
called “the untamed gas.” The new 
fluorochemicals are proving extremely 
useful as high-temperature lubricants, 
refrigerants, plastics, dyes, insecticides 
and anesthetics. From coal we get 
dyes, perfumes, ammonia, sulfa drugs, 
lacquers, food preservatives, explosives, 
synthetic resins; atabrine for malaria, 
paint, nylon and rubber cement. 

A device called Ultrafax, developed 
by the Radio Corporation of America, 
can transmit one million words a min- 
ute virtually any distance by radio. 
The complete text of “Gone With the 
Wind” was transmitted in two minutes 
and 21 seconds. 


Water, Water, But Not Everywhere— 
Two-thirds of the United States is al- 
ready short of water. Both Columbus 
and Cincinnati have been short. One 
Ohio town with an enthusiastic cham- 
ber of commerce not long ago invited 
30 big industrial plants to move there. 
It was just as well that the invitations 
were refused; the town could not have 
provided water for a single one of them. 


Yet American communities which 
embrace 25 million people—one-sixth 
of the total population—dump com- 
pletely untreated human sewage into 
nearby streams. Popular mythology 
holds that a fast-flowing stream will 
| purify itself; but this is true only in 
a very small part. If the volume of 
sewage is Jarge enough, no natural puri- 
fication process is effective—and this 
is the case today in the overwhelming 
majority of American rivers used for 
sewage disposal. 

It is estimated that about half the 
pollution in this country comes from 
industrial sources. The estimate has 
been made that to rectify the pollution 
of our rivers we need to spend imme- 
diately from seven to 10 billion dollars, 
on 10,000 purification plants. 

In 1952 came an announcement of an 
economic and efficient system of de- 
salting water. The possible results can 
hardly be overstated. Many large desert 
areas throughout the world are situated 
by the sea, or near enough so that 
water could be transported without 
prohibitive cost. Such regions may be 
opened up and support millions of 
people. 


Every Man a Centenarian—If we 
could conquer the remaining list of 
fatal diseases we could, beyond any 
reasonable doubt, push the “normal” 
life span to 100 years or more. The 
sulfa drugs and the new antibiotics— 
penicillin, aureomycin, terramycin, 
chloromycetin—have reduced the death 
diseases.

When we arrived in Samar- 
kand, the same photographer 
“coincidentally” helped to ob-

~—a very difficult task indeed. 

At the hotel it turned out 
that the telegram allegedly sent 
by the Moscow Intourist office 
had not arrived, but the pho- 
tographer was “coincidentally” 
on hand to talk the hotel. direc- 
tor into giving me a special room 
all to myself thousing is so 
crowded in Russia that the ordi- 
nary citizen traveling alone must 
share a hotel room with as many 
as five other people.) ‘, 

When I emerged for break- 
fast, the photographer was again 
“coincidentally” on hand. 

He proposed showing me the 
sights of Samarkand. It just so 
happened, the photographer said, 
that hé was the official pho- 
tographer for the Republic of 
Uzbekistan and had been as- 
signed to do a photographic 
essay on the splendors of Sa- 
markand (truly magnificent 
mausoleums and observatories, 
looking like some of the love- 
liest of the ancient Egyptian and 
Turkish architecture), 

If I happened to be interested 
in archeology, the Russian 
added, he just happened to have 
extra copies of an extraordinary 
photo showing the exhumation 
of Tamerlane’s body (for the 
purpose of checking whether the 
great Mongol conqueror was in 
fact lame). . 


Russian Answer. 

The answer, according to the 
Russian archeologists, was yes.

“The Big Ball of Wax,” is 

another version of Aldous 
Huxley's brave new world but 
much funnier. It's so funny 
that you may be laughing on 
the wrong side of your mouth 
before you're through with it 
for by that time you may sus- 
pect that the joke is on all 
of us. 


On the surface Mr. Mead is 
merely exploiting a reliable 
satirical formula by postulat- 
ing a certain trend and then 
carrying it to its logical con- 
clusion. For instance, we all 
want bigger and showier auto- 
mobiles. So the manufacturers 
obligingly add six inches to 
the length of each new model 
until the day comes when a 
late riser can’t get his car into 
the streets because they're all 
filed—bumper to bumper.

Well Mr. Mead’s postulate is 
the widespread American sus- 
ceptibility to the lure of ef- 
fortless experience. Why do 
anything for yourself, asks the 
practical man, that a machine 
can do better? Confronted 
with this kind of consumer 
demand the wizards of science 
and industry may feel obliged 
to come up with a gadget that 
does everything. This in fact 
is virtually what happens in 
“The Big Ball of Wax.” But 
let’s not get ahead of the 
story.

N FORM the novel is a 
| menorancum written by one 

Lanny Martin in the late

Lanny suspects that Molly 
has a gimmick of some sort 
and he’s right. A combined 
neurologist and electronics en- 
gineer in her organization has 
invented a device whereby the 
sensations recorded in the 
brain by any experience what-

soever can be transferred to 
tape and played back into a 
head-set. The worshippers at 
Molly’s Temple when so 
equipped “live through” a per- 
sonal experience with Molly 
that bring them back for more. 

Further investigation—and 
personal tests—make Lanny 
realize that Molly is using the 
gimmick in a very unimagi- 
native and limited way. Lanny 
himself flies a super-jet plane, 
does some fancy water skiing, 
drives a car along the Cor- 
niche Road at  break-neck 
speed, eats an 1lil-course din- 
ner, drinks vintage wine and 
indulges in other even more 
exciting adventures without 
ever leaving the _ reclining 
chair in the special test room 
of the Temple. And he’s not 
just looking at a picture; he 
reproduces the experience ex- 
actly as it occurred to the 
original. 


Chem buys the patent and 

goes into a production. Un- 
fortunately every other Con- 
Chem product stops selling 
and for a simple reason. No- 
body with a head-set buys gro- 
ceries when he.can dine on 
caviar and pressed duck every 
night and keep his body nour- 
ished with a handful of forti- 
fied soybeans. The same goes 
for water sports, foreign 
travel, kissing a girl, diving to 
the bottom of the ocean. 
There’s no limit, in short. 

Thrown into a panic by this 
turn of events the Top Level 
Brains at Con-Chem stop pro- 
duction and consider destroy- 
ing the plans and models of 
the Gimmick. Fortunately for 
progress an even bigger brain 
in the person of Jud Thrash, 
the advertising genius of T.S. 
and M., intervenes at this 
juncture and points the way 
out of the crisis. 

Advertising, he explains, 
has been satisfied with sur- 
veying wants and telling the 
producer what to manufac- 
ture. Now it will go two or 
maybe three steps further. It 
will create wants by “titilla- 
tion” but it will never satisfy 
them. The goaded public, 
whipped into a lather of un- 
requited desire, will buy and 
buy and buy. 

Thus a new day is ushered 
in for Con-Chem and other 
institutions of enlightenment 
and progress. 

Ridiculous, isn’t it? A man 
I know who just bought a car 
too big for his garage thinks 
the same.

NGLISH reviewers fre- 
FE quently compare the work 

of their own novelists 
with ours saying Americans 
write with more immediacy, 
more vitality. If this volume 
of the British author Eliza- 
beth Jenkins were weighed 
for those qualities the Ameri- 
can products would be at the 
other end of the scale. Here 
is the work of a skilled crafts- 
man, so skilled that the craft 
is not seen. 

It tells the story of Imo- 
gen Gresham, a young 
beautiful, adoring, and inse- 
cure wife of a successful law- 
yer. Evelyn, her husband, is 
older, absorbed in his prac- 
tice, sure of his own brilliance, 
and taste, impatient, hand- 
some, egocentric. The pair are

S the editor says in his 
A brief introduction to this 

unique volume, reading 
interest in mountaineering has 
become “nothing short of fan- 
tastic” in America during the 
past two years. Maurice Her- 
zog’s “Annapurna,” Sir John 
Hunt's “The Conquest of 
Everest,” Heinrich Harrar's 
“Seven Years in Tibet,” Karl 
Herrligkoffer’s “Nanga Par- 
bat,” Felice Benuzzi's “No 
Picnic on Mount Kenya”: 
what’ reader has not heard or 
seen these names and thrilled 


‘to their message of elemental 


grandeur, implacability, and 
challenge? Those books are 
straightforward accounts of 
expeditions and residence in 
the world’s highest places; 
they are crammed with many 
technical details of planning, 
organization, and _ climbing, 
and reveal the physiological 
and psychological, even ethi- 
cal, involvements of intrepid 
and oddly compelled men who 
assault and—some of them— 
are killed by mountain giants. 
In the finest possible sense, 
they are nonfiction. 

Mr. Talbot’s concern in his 
“Treasury” is not with tech- 
nical aspects of mountaineer- 
ing but with the storybook, 
fictional view. Of the 19 
stories in the collection, all 
but A. F. Mummery’s “The 
Matterhorn” and _ Elizabeth 
Knowlton’s “A Petite Pre- 
miere in the Mont Blanc 
Massif” (true sketches that 
read like stories) are fiction. 

English, Russian, American, 
German, and French authors 
are represented by stories that 
range through the lyrical, 
tragic, comic, adventurous, 
allegorical, and inspirational, 
contain strong elements of 
plot, characterization, psycho- 
logical insight, and drama, and 
are set in the Alps, the Cau- 
casus, the Himalayas, the 


Rockies, the Welsh mountains, 
and, in one case, in a mythi- 
cal mountain.

said Goethe, and if 
this is true, Mr. Horgan’s love 
of the Rio Grande and the 
Southwestern country through 
which it runs has given: him 
a great understanding and an 
outstanding ability to write 
about it for the enlightenment 
of his fellow-man. 


The Rio Grande, or Rio 
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mountain, climb higher and 
higher in obedience to a mys- 
terious force stronger than 
themselves: a sort of rapture 
of the heights, or through 
characters whose nature is 
either magnified in grotesque 
exaggeration or subordinated 
by a transfiguring nobility. 

The compiler’s simple pur- 
pose in this anthology has 
been to present diversified 
mountaineering stories (all 
written, so far as I can ascer- 
tain, in the last 25 years) to 
be read for pleasure. The 
intangible “Why?” of moun- 
taineering is a part of the 
contents, as is the Byronic 
romanticism that the impres- 
sionable feel in the presence 
of “scenery so sublime that 
it hurts their sense of the 
esthetic.” 

The editor himself, a city 
man born and bred, has never 
climbed a mountain; has, in 
fact, “seen no real mountains 
other than the Alleghenies.” 
The measure of his captiva- 
tion by this varied evocation 
of “a supramundane urging 
and determination” is an in- 
dex of what most readers will 
register as they experience 
vicariously the singular thrills 
of adventure among the “in- 
coherent snows.”

NE OF THE angriest of 

all controversies centering 

around an individual 
American citizen was that in- 
volving the celebrated clergy- 
man, Henry Ward Beecher, 
some 85 years ago. The ques- 
tion was the morality of the 
minister and it was the con- 
tinuing news topic for mary 
months. 

Before the church and court 
trials were over just about 
everyone in the country—it 
Was the era of Gen. U. S. 
Grant in the White House— 
had an opinion as to guilt or 
innocence, pro-Beecher or 
anti. 

This book is that intense; 
heated story, recently pre- 
viewed by readers of The New 
Yorker magazine, of the elo- 
quent, persuasive, magnetic. 
Beecher’s origin, rise, phe- 
nomenal success and tremen- 
dous public embarrassment, if 
not his fall from grace. 

A married man and the 
father of a large family by a 


prim New Englander, nick- 
named “The Griffin,” the 
ruddy, full-blooded Beecher 


was charged with extramarital 
association over a lengthy pe- 
riod with Mrs. Elizabeth Til- 


ton.

Moreover she was the wife of 
a close friend and lay asso- 
ciate of the minister at the 
Plymouth (Congregational) 
church in Brooklyn where an 
average of 2500 persons 
flocked to hear the divine 
every Sunday. 

Beecher first sought clear- 
ance through a hand-picked 
jury from within his congre- 
gation which found it hard to 
believe the sensational re- 
ports. The pastor's state- 
ment at this church trial was 
covered, so the author reports,

dent Johnson—the other big 
public controversy of the 
times. Scores of newsmen 
were on hand. Then in 1870 
came the’ dramatic civil trial, 
because Theodore Tilton did

The civil trial in Brooklyn 
lasted six months. It drew 
outstanding lawyers, known as 
the courtroom orators of the 
day. Tickets of admission 
were scalped like world series 
admissions three quarters of 
a century later. Everyone who 
went to New York tried to get 
into the Beecher trial. Some 
days as many as 3000 persons 
were denied entrance.

HE Spaniards subjugated

the Christian religion to 
them, but in 1680 the Pueblos 
revolted and threw off the 
Spanish yoke. Many Spaniards 
were killed and the rest fled 
to El Paso de} Norte, the pass 
of the north. In 1692, the 
great Spanish Captain de Var- 
gas, reconquered the Pueblos. 
Even to the traitorous Indians 
he was kindly. Did he not 
have them baptized before he 
had them executed so that 
they would have a good death? 

The sweep of the Anglo- 
Saxon into the western coun- 
try has left the fllusion in our 
history books that western 
history runs only in the nine- 
teenth century but Mr. Horgan 
brings Spain’s North American 
frontiers, the forgotten fron- 
tiers, to life again, and we 
begin to realize how much 
they belong to the history of 
our country.

INITIAL JOBLESS | 
CLAIMS RISE BY 
59,700 IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11! 
(UP)—The Department of Labor 
reported yesterday that initial 
unemployment insurance claims 
increased by 59,700 during the 
week ended Dec. 4 over the pre- 
vious week. 

The department attributed the 
incresse largely to seasonal lay- 
offs and the filing of claims de- 
layed from the previous week 
because of the Thanksgiving 
holiday. 

Reports showed that initial 
claims increased in every state, 
the department said. States re- 
porting the largest increases 
were New Jersey with 6000; 
Pennsylvania, 5700; Illinois, 5200;

ON OUR OWN JOURNEYS 
for the Audubon Society, which 
during the years have covered 38 
states, as well as the District of 
Columbia and British Columbia, 
we've found that bird watching 
from a car not only adds interest 
to a trip, but makes the hours 
go by more swiftly. It also causes 
you to keep a closer watch on 
the landscape, making certain 
you see many things that would 
otherwise be missed. Admittedly 
it is easier to build up a good 
list of birds during the warm 
months or when traveling in the 
south and southwest where many 
Species spend the winter. Yet 
even on a trip such as this into 
the north, it is surprising how 
many birds one sees if he keeps 
an eye open.

OUR MOST INTERESTING 
FIND so far was the beautiful 
ruffed grouse which Ginnie al- 
most bagged on the Sky Line 
Drive in Virginia and was a 
“first” on her bird list. Next 
among the game birds were a 
half-dozen pheasants which flew 
across the road as we drove north 
into Michigan. The barest terrain, 
so far as birds of all species 
is concerned, is the richest coun- 
tryside we have traversed; the 
tremendously fertile fields of 
northeastern Illinois.

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From Banker to Paper Carrier 
And Glad of It, Is Feeling of Man Who Spent 27 Long Years in a White-Collar Job

HIS land is laden-with ex- 

ecutives and bankers and 

vice presidents of things, in- 
dividuals who rose to their ex- 
alted positions from office boy 
or paper carrier. It remained 
for Herbert V. Schulte to exe- 
cute the novel switcheroo. 

Schulte is a former banker— 
for 27 years—who became a pa- 
per carrier, and he’s exceeding- 
ly satisfied with the entire situa- 
tion. He says his paper route is 
considerably more. fun than 
banking, for one thing; besides, 
one gets out in the open air 
more. 

“Everybody thought I had 
gone out of my mind when I 
quit to take a paper route,” said 
Schulte. “But it was the best 
move I ever made.” 

Schulte, who lives at ‘5006A 
Tholozan avenue, is a familiar 
sight out in Ferguson, perhaps 
the fastest-moving familiar sight 
around those parts, a veritable 
dynamo of amazingly co-ordi- 
mated action as he whizzes 
around literally spewing forth 
newspapers from his delivery 
truck. 

At the age of 56, Schulte, a 
stocky 194-pounder with power- 
ful hands which sling papers, 
ambidextrously, with amazing 
marksmanship, does a job which 
would leave most younger men 
panting and reaching for the 
linament bottle. 

He’s been a paper carrier for 
12 years now, and it’s a strenu- 
ous, pressure-ridden job but to 
him a fascinating one. 

It’s also a job which most folks 
don’t give much thought to. 


They just go out and pick up . 


the newspaper, assuming it will 
be there. But Schulte is one of 
the breed whose entire life is 
wrapped up, seven days a week, 
in making sure the paper is de- 
livered on time—he’s delivered 
his route with a burning fever, 
with abscessed ears, in snow- 
storms, in blinding rain. 

Getting the paper delivered 
on time is a matter of absolute 
professional pride with carriers 
of Schulte’s caliber, and they 
allow themselves no excuse for 
failure. It’s a tough and de- 
manding job. Newspaper car- 
riers fight the clock as much as 
any time-harried newspaper re- 
write man but with the addition- 
al obstacles which come with 
the elements, the eccentricities 
of delivery trucks, Mrs. Smith’s 
insistence to chat awhile and 
the penchant of dogs for nib- 
bling on Achilles tendons as a 
hobby. 

How does the pressure and the 
manual labor affect this 56-year- 
old former banker? 

“I’m healthy as a_ horse,” 
Schulte told this reporter, who 
was trying to recover from keep- 
ing up with him on his route. 
“T’'ve never felt better in my life 
and—living each day is pure en- 
joyment.” 

Schulte’s background makes 
him quite well qualified to do 
his bookkeeping work. As a 16- 
year-old lad he started work as 
a messenger at the Manchester 
Bank. He advanced to clerk, 
boékkeeper, receiving teller, 
paying teller and real estate loan 
man. Then he was promoted to 


cashier. 
k appraisal man for a bond and 

mortgage company, a job he 
held for three years. He made 
up to $1000 per month, some 
months. 

Not all months were good 
months. He made up his mind 
to get something of his own. A 
series of bad breaks cemented 
his decision. 

“One month I was sure I had 
$1200 in commissions coming 
in,” he said. “Everything fell 
through—I drew $10. My gaso- 
line bill was $85.” 

His late sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Bertha Hoffmann, asked him if 
he had considered a paper route. 
He chuckled.- She went into de- 
tail—and he quit ‘chuckling. 
Mrs. Hoffmann had a paper 
route, a large one—Hodiamont 
west to Partridge and between 
Etzel and Page—and, with the 
help of her daughter, delivered 
it herself in World War II years 
when help was not available. 

Schulte decided he liked the 
idea and he took it over. Routes 
are purchased, for sums rang- 
ing up to several thousand dol- 
lars. He was low on capital and 
Mrs. Hoffmann helped him fi- 
nance the purchase. That was 12 
years ago. 

“The first four years were 
mighty hard,” he said. “But my 
wife and I stuck it out.” He 
fought his way out of debt. Four 
years ago he transferred to the

Dispatch) and 1300 Sunday pa- 
pers, including both Post-Dis- 
patch and Globe-Democrat. His 
route is considerably larger than 
average, but not near as large as 
some. 

It furnishes a typical picture 
of the job of a carrier, and 
Schulte is considered an excel- 
lent carrier. We caught him on 
his toughest’ day—a Wednesday 
—and his stamina is amazing. 

Essentially, his job is owner- 
ship of a small business—he buys 
his papers wholesale and sells 
them retail; is not directly em- 
ployed, therefore, by the news- 
paper firms for which he de- 
livers. He belongs to Local 450, 
St. Louis Newspaper Carriers 
Union, AFL, which sets up 
rules and procedure. 

_\* * 


ERE’S how a paper carrier 

works: At 2 p.m. each week- 

day, one of the yellow Post- 
Dispatch trucks plunks down 
several bundles of home editions 
on a Ferguson corner. Schulte 
lights into them like a whirl- 
wind, fighting for time. 

“I’m a little tired today,” he 
said apologetically. “I’ve been 
working since two o'clock this 
morning—already have thrown 
about 6000 papers.” Wednesday 
is the day he delivers papers for 
a free-distribution county news- 
paper. He still had about 900 of 
the county papers in his truck 
for later delivery. They had to 
be unloaded before the Post- 
Dispatch could be loaded. 

Consider, kindly, that figure 

d remember he had 
thrown that many before “start- 
ing to work.” Before he fin- 
ished, late that night with the 
rest of the county papers, he had 
delivered a total of 8035 papers. 

“My arm gets a little tired 
sometimes,” he said. On his 
Post-Dispatch route he throws 
all the papers himself, except a 
very few which his 14-year-old 
helper is allowed to toss as a 
special privilege. 


The helper, Jimmy Marshall, 
232 South Harrison avenue, 
Ferguson, a boy with nimble fin- 
gers and a burning desire to 
throw ALL the papers, sits in 
a bolted-down chair on the bed 
of the “Canopy Express” truck, 
a vehicle rigged up as a virtual 
factory of efficiency. 

Jimmy, seated right behind 
Schulte, operates the twine- 
tying machine which wraps 
string around the rolled-up pa- 
per. (The machine was intro- 
duced by a carrier who had 
formerly been a grocer and re- 
membered vegetable bunching 
machines—twine is now gener- 
ally considered superior to wire 
or rubber bands.) 


The boy ties a hundred or so 
papers in advance, as fast as 
he can, because Schulte is a 
hard man to keep up with when 
he st@ts throwing them. Then, 
for most of the route, Jimmy 
wraps twine as fast as he can. 

Merely watching Schulte’s 
chariot come scooting down the 
street is a rather frightening 
sight—papers sail through the 
air, out of both windows seem- 
ingly at once apparently hap- 
hazardly. But they land where 
he wants them'‘to land.

his truck {fs frightening, how- 
ever, let us hasten to add that 
riding in it does not calm one’s 
nerves.

The sight of a chiid or a dog 
or a pedestrian slows Schulte 
abruptly. Then, too, it is ob- 
served he’s not speeding—it’s 
the tight corners, the mirac- 
ulously fast turn-around-on-a- 
dime driving—and skilled, care- 
ful driving—that gives the feel- 
ing of hanging on to a hurried 
skyrocket.

AFTER STUDY at Washington | 
University School of Fine Arts, | 
Bloch contributed critical ar- 
ticles and “Kindly Caricatures,” 
a portrait series, to Reedy’s 
Mirror from 1905 to 1909. Thirty | 
Reedy letters covering the next | 
four years were given the Mis-| 
souri Historical Society by Bloch | 
in 1949. 

They show that Reedy, always 
in debt while gaining interna- 
tional distinction as éditor, sent 
regular remittances to Bloch.

Bloch, whose sons are a noted | 
Yale linguist and a New York 
actor, is known as a man who 
in 24 years on the university 
faculty always taught his stu- 
dents to think—and not only 
about painting.

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EDITORS OPPOSING 
GOVERNMENT I 
TURKEY JAILED 


Trials Held in Secret — 
Press Also Kept in 
Line by. Subsidies, 
Newsprint Control.

~—~Turkish newspaper men who 
oppose the Government are get- 
ting long prison sentences. 

Twenty-four newspaper men 
and one woman have been prose- 
cuted, sentenced under appeal, 
or jailed. All work for papers 

of the opposition Republican 
party, independent, or ultra-na- 
tionalist newspapers. Only two 
friends of the Government have 
had trouble with the law. 

However, it also can be dan- 
‘erous for a newspaper man to 
be pro-government. A. E. Yal- 
man, the Columbia-educated lib- 

eral editor of Vatan, recently 
was shot by a fanatic anti-gov- 
ernment man. Yalman survived 
the five bullet wounds, but he 
now takes the side of the Gov- 
ernment in arrests of his fellow 
newsmen. 

Yalman approves of Turkey’s 
strict press law permitting the 
Democratic party’s government, 
which has a thumping 13 to 1 
majority in Parliament, to take 
criminal rather than civil action 
against the press. 

“We must check abuse or we 
shall have martial law again,” 
Yalman argues. 

Publisher Arrested. 

“But what is ‘abuse’?” Tur- 
key’s jittery newsmen ask. This 
week Bedi Faik Akin, co-pub- 
lisher of the opposition news- 
paper Dnuya, was arrested on 
an undisclosed charge. Akin had 
been strongly critical of the busi- 
ness and personal affairs of the 
Turkish Cabinet minister whose 
job includes supervision of the 
press, 

The Government holds trials 
of newspaper men in secret, be- 
fore a special “‘press court.” The 
public never hears in detail why 
newspaper men are guilty, or 
their defenses, 

Safa Kiliclioglou, publisher of 
the biggest and freest newspa- 
per in Turkey, Yeni Saba, re- 
ceived a six-month jail sentence 
for writing an open letter to 
Prime Minister Menderes. His 
letter charged that thugs were 
about to attack his plant and 

. added: “If the law does not pro- 
' tect us, we shall protect our- 
' selves.” 

These words, claims the Gov- 
‘ernment, “brought harm to the 
‘Government’s honor and influ- 

ence overseas.” 7 
Editors in Jail. 

Three editors of Millet, right- 
ist daily, are in jail. Among other 
things, the Government dis- 
liked their “open letter to our 
American friends,” in which the 

, editors suggested that the Unit- 
_ed States take a longer “and 
sharper look at Turkish democ- 


racy. 
' Hussein Yalcin, a rival of Yal- 

man’s and over 80 years old, has 
lost his appeal from a 26-month 
, sentence and a heavy fine for 
' writing a series of anti-govern- 
| ment political articles. 

A reporter on the same paper, 
Halcke, is facing 17 months in 
jail for telephoning a heated, 
but correct, account of a speech 
by ex-President Ismet Inonu, 
now of the opposition. The edi- 
tor who put the story in the pa- 
per got five years and a huge 
fine. Nehat Erim, the publish- 
er, was fined an amount equal 
to all the others put together. 

All have appealed. All are 
Republicans, members of the 
party which sat almost equally 
hard on the necks of the Demo- 
crats for a decade, but never 
jailed them. 

An amnesty has been sug- 
gested to clear the cells and 
dockets, but without effect so 
far. The only sign of mercy 
is in the release on bail, after 
three months in jail, of the re- 
tired Army general, Sadik Aldo- 


_ Government Subsidies. 

All but two of Turkey’s lead- 
ing newspapers lean heavily on 
Government advertising. The 
two exceptions Yeni Saba and 
a tabloid, Huriyet. 

Prime Minister Menderes has 
upped the Government subsidy 
by 50 per cent. The main gov- 
ernment organ, Zafir, gets about 
$35,000 monthly. 

The Government has control 
of newsprint, too. Yeni Saba 
squeezes by from month to 
month while pro-government 
newspapers are tons of news- 
print ahead. The gimmick is 
the permit for foreign exchange 
to buy newsprint abroad. 

.The Government presently is 
worried about the coming visit 
to the United States of Kasim 
Gulek, a Turkish economist and 
Columbia graduate who is a 
leader of the opposition forces. 
The chief of the Turkish in- 
formation office in New York 
has been called back to Istanbul, 
reportedly to prepare answers to 
whatever Gulek might say in the 
United States about Turkish 
press control.

ASTRONOMERS 
FIND W-SHAPED 
MARK ON MARS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UP) 
~—Astronomers have discovered 
a vast W-shaped marking on 
Mars which they believe is “a 
cloud formation in the upper 
atmosphere of the planet.” 

This was disclosed yesterday 
in the annual report of the Car- 
negie Institution of Washington, 
The cloud showed up in tele- 
scopic motion pictures taken of 
Mars in blue light last June at 


a time when the red planet was 
making a close approach to the 
earth. The W, spread along the 
Martian equator, is about 1100 
milés from tip to tip. It moves 
at about the same speed as that 
at which the planet rotates, 
Round knobs about 300 miles.in 
diameter were seen at the upper 
tips of the formation. 


The astronomers also photo- 
graphed Mars in yellow light 
and in dozens of exposures found 
markings described in the past 
as “canals.” 

They appear as _ irregular 
streaks or broad bands rather 
than as the lines shown previ- 


ously in drawings and miaps of 
the planet. 

The scientists also reported 
that a new formation, described 
as “a large irregular area” dark 
blue-green in color, has made its 
appearance in northern 
hemisphere-of Mars. | 

Photographs made. by other 
astronomers have shown this re- 
gion “as practically blank.”

EALTHY NEWBORN infants are a apraggry ty 
H greatest asset. Each year in the city of 5t. 

Louis tragic numbers of these human asseis 
are dying needlessly. In 1952, a total of 19,020 
babies were born here, but 607 died in their first 
year of life. This gave St. Louis an infant mortality 
rate of 31.9 deaths for every 1000 live births—the 
highest rate of any major ng 8 in the country. Last 
year, even though the rate dropped slightly, it re- 
mained very high at 29.4, with 19,414 live births 
and 570 deaths. 

A study by the medical profession of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County into the reasons for this 
alarming toll confirmed a rather obvious conclu- 
sion: St. Louis is gout far behind most large 
cities in the public health field of maternal and 
child care. Several cities have municipally “Pp 

rted programs for this specialized care; St 

uis has none. Effectiveness of such care is re- 
flected in the infant mortality rates of cities pro 
viding it: Chicago, 26.7; New York, 24.4; Detroit, 
24.4; Boston, 23.3. : 

While St. Louis has a code to keep its restau- 
rants clean, a code to provide minimum standards 
of good housing, and laws to eradicate rats and 
keep the streets clean, it has no regulations to 
govern conduct of maternity hospitals, maternity 
divisions of general hospitals, newborn nurseries 
and premature baby nurseries. In short, St. Louis 
officially does little or nothing to see that the most 
important individual in she community—the new- 
born baby—comes into the world under the best 
possible conditions. 


That such a code is a pressing need was em- 
phasized by the joint infant mortality committee 
of the St. Louis Gynecological Society, the St. 
Louis Pediatric Society, and the St. Louis Academy 
of General Practice. After its year-long study into 
infant deaths here, the committee of 45 physicians 
strongly recommended that the city and county 
enact a code of hospital standards for maternity 
and infant care. 

In making the recommendation, the committee 
noted that the code could be the keystone in a 

essive program that could drastically reduce 
the high infant death rate here. The program, as 
outlined by the committee, should include a full- 
time director under the health commissioners, es- 
tablishment of centers for care of premature in- 
fants, extension of prenatal care at public health 
clinics, more public health nurses se postnatal 

d care.

funds we can’t do much. First requisite in such a

The pr recommended by the com- 
mittee is needed, but it will take a lot of money.” 


Despite their tiny size, premature babies loom 
very large in the problem of infant mortality. A 
premature infant, called a “premee” for short in 
medical circles, is, by pediatric definition, a baby 
weighing five and a half or less at birth, 
regardless of period carried by the mother. Under 
this norm, a full-term baby might be a premee. 

The committee's study revealed that although 
premees accounted for only 4 per cent of 
total live births here last year, more than 50 per 
cent of all infant deaths occurred in yeweth cya 
In other words, half of the high infant rate 
was due to deaths of premature babies. In the 
city and county last year, 488 premees died. 
Medical authorities here feel that if the high 
rate is to be reduced, efforts must be concentrated 
on saving premature babies, puonery the low 
weight premees of two pounds three ounces and 
less. and New York, which have exten- 
sive premature programs, 
progress in this field.

Louis oe ong area. Before the center was es- 
tablished, health district's neonatal mortality 
rate—that is, the number of infants oying in the 
first month of life—was 27 per 1000. year it 
was 20.3.

Love Is Something You Earn 


A paralyzed polio victim tells how he became a happy husband and father again 


by LARRY ALEXANDER as told to Adam Barnett 


_ LEVITTOWN, N. Y. 

ECENTLY AN OLD friend, one I hadn't seen since 

I-was stricken with polio more than two years 
ago, came to visit me. 

Paralyzed, 1 was lying in bed. Janie, our 4-year-old, 
had pulled a stool over beside me. My wife was next 
door at our neighbor’s, and the practical nurse who 
works for us was resting upstairs. But- Janie is very 
efficient. She had found a dish towel in the linen 
closet and spread it across my shoulder and chest. 
Then, with a bowl of prunes in her hands, she perched 
on the stool and fed me the fruit while she chattered 
on about her nursery school and her friends. 

I was able to spit the pits into the towel, and when 
we were. done she calmly lifted it, wiped my lips, 
kissed me and, with a smile at Bob, my friend, climbed 
down and hurried off to play. 

“She accepts your condition completely,” he said 
wonderingly. 

I had to smile. “Janie is used to me. She just figures 
she has a full-time Daddy always on call.” 

“But—” He started to say something, and then that 


they know me. But this time I kept thinking about it, 
even after Bob had left. 

It was a natural reaction for Bob to have, of course. 
The last time he had seen me, some two years before, 
I was a healthy, husky six-footer. Now I was wasted 
and paralyzed from the neck down and confined to a 
rocking bed for the rest of my life. (There is no chance 
for a cure, no hope for one.) No. wonder he didn’t 
think we could have a happy, normal family life. But 
we do. 

My wife teaches and pursues countless other out- 
side interests. My daughter goes off to nursery school 
where her teachers report she is a happy, well-adjusted 
child. Our house is always full of neighbors and 
friends. Yet it wasn't that way when I first came home 
from the hospital. We all had a lot to learn. 

My bed, an enormous iron contraption that helps 
me breathe by rocking back and forth, dominated our 
tiny bedroom. Norma had to move out to the living- 
room couch. Everything in the house revolved around 
me. Still I felt isolated and forgotten, unable to move 
or help myself in any way. 


on, up-down-up-down!” I was alarmed , then pleased. 


With Norma, it was different. Suddenly, now that 
I was home, my own wife was a stranger to me. “I'm 
scared, Larry,” she told me that first week. “It's not 
that I don’t love you, but it’s all so overwhelming. 
What are we going to do?” 

She needed reassurance and sympathy, but I was 
unable to give it to her. I was the one who wanted 
comforting. I felt a rush of bitterness, and a sense of 
loss. Without realizing it I started to depend on Norma 
for everything, and in the days that followed I clung 
to her like a helpless child. I protested when she wanted 
to go out for a few hours and leave me with the nurse. 
Sometimes I even became ill, not realizing what de- 
vices I was using to gain her attention. I tied her to me 
with a rope of guilt and pity, and yet, strangely enough, 
she only seemed to drift further away from-me. 

Then one day I witnessed a tragedy from my win- 
dow. A neighbor’s child drowned in a drainage pit. 
I was enraged. What happened to one child could hap- 
pen to any of the others, including Janie. Before I 
knew it, I was using practically the only faculty I had 
left-my voice on the telephone—to help organize a 
citizens’ committee to get the pit fenced off. I had 
been afraid to talk to the neighbors because they might 
pity me. Now I began asking them to meet in my 
bedroom. 

Suddenly, as the weeks passed, I began to realize a 
freedom I had never believed possible. I didn’t need 
Norma the way I had; I could let her go out to visit 
friends because there was always committee work to 
keep me busy. 

Then came social evenings, games of Scrabble, 


devices the men rigged up so I could read and even - 


paint with my mouth—but more than that, I was a 
person again. I became a father and husband once 
more. I understood that I could give as well as receive. 

And, so far as I'm concerned, that’s the key to 
happy family life whether you're sick or well. It took 
a pretty drastic experience to make me see it so clearly. 
But perhaps you have already learned in your own 
way that love, even in the family, is something you 
have to earn by helping your loved ones in any way 
you can. 

We have a real family now, a warm and happy 
family. Only the other day Janie told me, “David, that 
boy across the street,only sees his daddy on week 
ends. But you’re always where I can find you!” &

: HAT DO THE following people have in com- 
mon: the middle-aged woman who dresses 
as a teenager—the mature man who strives 
(and manages) to be silly at parties—the 
young man who twists anxiously before the bathroom 
mirror to find how he can hide his progressive bald- 
ness—the woman who never gives her age? 

You know the answer: all these people are stricken 
with the social disease of our time, the cultural germ 
that overvalues youth and stigmatizes aging. All are 
engaged in desperate and futile efforts to halt time and 
to stave off its natural effects. or 

Why do so many of us look upon aging as an 
affliction rather than an attainment? Is there not 
reason to believe that there are profound misconcep- 
tions regarding the whole process of growing up and 
growing older? 

We know that there exists in the young a host of 
antagonistic impulses against the elders and, as though 
this type of civil war were not enough, the youngster 
is exposed from all sides to values that put a special 
premium on youthfulness. . 

Speed, novelty, sleekness, quantity, deception, mus- 
cular prowess, physical beauty and forms of violence 
are portrayed to him as qualities to be achieved and 
imitated. The values of human life in its later stages 
are neglected so that the second half of the life cycle 
becomes a highly ambiguous and nebulous notion in 
the youthful mind. 

How can these elements of emotional disorder and 
social attitudes be changed? 

Most of them can be changed only with time, 
greater enlightenment and our culture's progressive 
_ approach to maturity. Still, there are ways of ap- 
proaching this tremendous — —and growing — — problem 
right now. 

We have an obligation to ourselves to destroy mis-

A. Many scientists feel that, in general, illnesses 
which develop in the later years have their roots in 
poor living habits during earlier years. There is good 
reason to believe that practice of the best principles 
of health throughout life will produce ® relatively 
trouble-free period of later maturity. 

Some ailments of advancing years are not, properly 
speaking, sicknesses. These are the evidences of prog- 
ressive degeneration that are part of aging and to 
which the older person becomes progressively ad- 
justed. Many serious illnesses of youth tend to be 
slowly progressive later. As a consequence, it is often 
possible to treat ailments of the older person without 
changing his habits drastically. 


Q. Aren't old people grouchy and obstinate? 


A. It is folly to place al] aged people under the 
banner of a single prototype. Older persons differ as 
all people differ. Each has his own pattern of behavior: 
charming or bitter, obstinate or yielding, cantanker- 
Ous or Co-Operative, officious or considerate, disdain- 
ful or ingratiating, or any of a host of other things. 

Whatever the older person’s main pattern, we may 
be certain that he developed his personality through 
a systematic process in early life. 


Q. Are older persons capable of learning new skills 
and developing new talents?

Q. When is the prime of life? 


A. This is a catch question that may trap the unwary 
thinker. Achievement of a prime in life can be con- 
sidered only in terms of different functions of the 
human organism. For example, prime attainment in 
vision is reached around the age of 25 to 30; in hear- 
ing it has already been passed in the early 20s. Mus- 
cular-reaction time has reached its peak around age 
17; vocabulary and ability to define words continue 
to increase even past 60. 4 

The individual does not go forward to prime 
achievement with subsequent decline; rather, his per- 
sonality is a series of peak achievements. For every 
faculty that'passes its prime, another faculty becomes 
dominant. that has yet to reach its peak. 

The traditional popular notion of prime achieve- 


‘ment in life is probably focused on sexual behavior. 


The customary viewpoint has, therefore, regarded 
living beyond the child-bearing period as having 
passed prime. This point of view, while biologically 
correct, is not socially valid. 


Q. What is it like to feel old? 


A. Studies reveal that there is no such thing as “feel- 
ing old.” What is usually regarded as a feeling of aging 
(which can occur at any stage‘in life) is a group of 
sensations associated mainly with bodily changes. 
Fatigue, muscular aches and pains, diminished mobility 
of the joints, a decrease in the senses of hearing and 
vision, loss of teeth, shortness of breath and ailments 
of body organs produce feelings interpreted as aging. 
ee Nee

In other words, many of the aged get a feeling of 
. “self-rejection.” As a result, some aging people are 
depressed and melancholy. 

In other Ways older people do not feel old at all. 
They have the same interests, loves, appetites and en- 
joyments they ever had. Deep in our hearts we feel 
almost the same all through life. It is only when we 
look in the mirror or at one another that we see the 
external signs of advanced years. Therefore, it is clear 
that the feeling of being old is a highly individual 
matter. It has been found, for example, that many 
unmarried people in their 70s, 80s and even beyond 
still nurture their lifelong daydream of the “right 
person coming along.” They do not regard this fan- 
tasy as inappropriate, because inside themselves they 
have sensed no real change. 

If there are any elements characteristic of the late 
mature mind, they are a diminished sexual appetite 


wisdom of the mature mind. The factor of person- 
ality that we may call judgment often has not reached 
its prime even in the late years. 


Q. You've heard that elder people are more conserv- 
ative than younger people? Is that true? 

A. Popular prejudice holds that there is an increase in 
conservatism and a restriction of interests in older 
people. However, a careful study of younger and older 
people failed to show any significant difference. An 
even more important observation was made in a spe- 
cial test situation designed to alter opinion. It was 
found that changes in the younger people were prob- 
ably due to uncritical acceptance of statements made 
by their elders. 

The word conservative is related to conservation. 
It is probably true that the older mind is concerned 
with conserving the gains made by civilization, keep- 
ing alive human judgment, maintaining human skills, 


__developing and preserving the instruments of a civil- 


ization and conveying all this to oncoming genera- 
tions. The younger person, because of his very youth, 
is bent on destroying tradition and bringing about 
sudden 

The older mind, calling on its vast resource of ex- 
perience, will brook only moderate, progressive social 
change. The wisdom of the older mind is a stabilizing 
influence in human progress. 


Q. Are hobbies of any valve for the aged? 

A. Yes, when they are pursuits in which the older 
person is truly interested. The use of a hobby merely 
for the purpose of treating an emotional disorder 
often proves disappointing. 

The most valuable hobbies are thosé¢ that require a 
certain amount of study and research and thus enlarge 
a person’s store of information and challenge his in- 
tellectual resources. Supervised hobbies in well-con- 
stituted centers are very often successful in the day- 
to-day living of the aged. 


Q. isn’t there a tendency for older persons to develop 
mental disorders? 


A. Only about 5 per cent of people over 65 develop 
It would appear, then, that people over 65 have about 
a 95 per cent chance of maintaining mental health. 
This is not valid, however; as we have said, there is a 
trend toward depressed spirits in older persons and 
there are mild forms of loss of faculties.

The presence of these complications would increase 
our statistical figures. Actually, there is considerable 
confusion even in the professions in evaluating the 
needs of the aged. It is difficult to distinguish between 
those disorders that are due to physical damage to the 
brain itself and those that trace to deep emotional 
unrest. This is important, because people in the latter 
category can be helped markedly by treatment. 

Those who suffer from actual organic breakdown 
will not respond to the same degree. But by and large, 
the incidence of mental disorder among the aged de- 
pends upon the same factors that enter into the devel- 
opment of emotional disturbances at any age. 

The fact that more than a third of the new admis- 
sions to mental hospitals today are people over 65 is 
not a reflection of the poor mental welfare of these 
people. Rather, it reflects the actyal increase in num- 
bers of the aged. 


Q. Isn't there a direct relottonship between the ameunt 


mental disorder? 


A. Remarkably enough, the answer is “No.” Medical 
science does not yet have the necessary information 
to show a relationship between structural change in 
the brain and mental disturbance. Medical studies have 
shown that mental disturbances occur in many normal 
brains. And many people who have advanced disease

Q. Should older people remarry? 

A. The answer is a delicate matter because it en- 
croaches on the very strong feelings of the children 
of older persons—which m turn often are based on 
unrealistic thinking. Many young people are scandal- 
ized by the thought of older persons’ falling in love or 
getting married. Unfortunately, this frequently forces 
loneliness upon the already isolated elders. There is

Prepare now for happy living in later years 


Q. Should older people continue to live with 
theic children? 


A. The. answer to this question comes from 
senior citizens themselves. A recent poll taken 
among a large number of people over 65 re- 
vealed that over 90 per cent preferred not to 
live with their own children. They preferred to 
live separately. They explained that this was 
not due to lack of love for their families, but 
rather that they preferred their own independ- 
ence. They thus sustained their self-esteem and 
avoided interfering with their offspring. 

By virtue of their accumulated knowledge and 
good judgment, most older people are very re- 
sourceful, self-dependent and able to get the 
most out of what they have. Left to their own 
devices and given opportunities for continued 
social relationships, they get along very well. 


Q. What is being done for the aged? 


A. Right now the Federal Government, state 
governments and those of most communitics 
are earnestly devoted to finding solutions to the 
problems of an aging population. These prob- 
lems have sprung up almost overnight. 

The aging segment of our population has in- 
creased four times since the end of the last 
century. Our country suddenly has been con- 
fronted with 14 million people over 65. If pres- 
ent trends continue, this number will increase 
in the next 14 years or so to 25 million. 

It is obvious that all levels of government 
must study the problem in order to find what 
the elements of housing, income, clothing, occu- 
pation and population, density mean to older 
persons. Planning can be realistic only when it 
is directed to specific needs. 

Since this whole field is a relatively new one 
and all of the answers are not yet at hand, we 
should not be surprised that governmental agen- 
cies must move slowly and cautiously. 

The U.S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare has a committee on aging which 
has done much to alert the states to the problem. 
Each state governor has delegated a committee 


to study the needs of the aging. Many universi- 
ties now have study units devoted to the prob- 
lems of the aged. Study centers and hospitals 
for the chronically ill are making their appear- 
ance in conjunction with the programs of sev- 
eral of our larger state hospitals and mental 
health departments. Social welfare agencies, par- 
ticularly in large cities, are approaching the task 
at the community level. 

The ultimate answer to this problem, however. 
does not lie with government itself, ner with 
welfare agencies. It requires that each of us in 
the course of growing older forestall the develop- 
ment of a “problem” by proper emotional prep- 
aration earlier in life. When people place all 
their values in the first third of human life, what 
can later maturity promise but emptiness? When 
the past and unrecoverable are the sole objects 
of a wistful search, there is no possibility of 
arriving at a goal in the future. When an indi- 
vidual moves uncertainly through life with his 
inner vision focused rearward, will he not stag- 
ger and stumble—without preparation—into later 
maturity? 

There is one approach to this problem that 
offers reason for encouragement. The promise 
for the future, as in all wisdom, lies in borrow- 
ing from the past. The ancient cultures of the 
Hebrews and the Orientals of the Near and Far 
East, which have survived some of the most 
vigorous tests of history, contain a factor in 
common that may be their outstanding recom- 


‘ mendation, This is the element that can be 


called veneration of the elders. 

If we take a new, positive attitude toward 
aging, life for all of us will be more enjoyable 
and more meaningful. In addition, such an 
attitude tends to produce respect for authority, 
appreciation of social welfare and acceptance of 
discipline for all age groups. 

Veneration of-the aged may serve to free 
young people of the need to rebel violently 
against their elders and against other forms of 
authority. In other words, working to better the 
lot of the aged also can help solve some of the 
problems of young people. __ e

F YOU HAVE a secret ambition to meet tele- 

vision celebrities face to face, you prob- 

ably will envy two young men named 
George Fiala and Billy Herman. 

Fiala, an ex-paratrooper, and Herman, a 
former private detective, are TV make-up 
artists. They earn a living making celebrities 
look like somebody they're not. Their grease- 
paint. “creations” — such as those shown on 
these pages—may be seen currently on Mas- 
querade Party (ABC-TV, Wednesdays). 

The make-up team’s job is to disguise a 
guest so that he symbolizes some personality 
trait, his profession or a well-known incident 
in his life. And usually they have their hands 
full—of faces. Kiedy 

For example, they may be called on 
change the appearance of fighter Sugar Ray 
Robinson, actress Gloria Swanson, baseball 
player Phil Rizzuto and comedian Jackie 
Miles in a fast two hours in a backstage TV 
dressing room. (In Hollywood, par for the 
course is two hours for a single face.) 

Fiala and Herman work from model heads 
based on photographs. As every human head 
is one of five types—oblong, long, round, 
diamond-shaped, square—the artists have five 
such basic heads in their shop. It requires 
27 molds of nose, chin, cheeks and ears to 
set up a face, an involved process that takes 
about 15 hours. These facial parts are kept 
in individual boxes, each with a number that 
secretly identifies the celebrity. 

Things really start to happen when the parts 
are fitted to the celebrities themselves. Mary 
Pickford, for example, once refused to wear 
any adhesive substance on her face to “an- 
chor” a wig. A special piece had to be made

How to Pursue

@ Many Parabe readers, now familiar with this column, are 
sending me queries.

Don Schlundt: 
BIG BOY 
of the Big 10 


No. 1 problem for indiana’s foes 
is stopping this 6-foot-10 star

BLOOMINGTON, IND. 
ARLY IN THE basketball career of Don 
Schlundt, Indiana University’s 6'10” 
center, an enterprising opponent figured 
out a way to slow him down. 

“He’d stand behind me,” Schiundt recalls, 
“and hold onto the hair on my legs, leaving 
just a little bit of slack. As soon as I moved, 
the hair would jerk out.” 

Don foiled that “defense” as easily as he 
has outwitted every other scheme for guard- 
ing him: thereafter, he shaved his legs. His 
success is proved by the Big 10 scoring rec- 
ords he holds: most points in a game (47); 
most points ‘in a season (459); highest field-

last June of three teammates who helped 
Indiana win two conference championships 
and a national title. But it is complicated by 
the fact that Schlundt himself seems to get 
bettcr and better. Once just a gangling kid, he 
now has mastered the art of rebounding and 
defensive play, and has a variety of shots. 
And he has learned how to be on the rough 
side when he has to. 

How good is Schlundt? Last year, he was 
picked as College Player of the Year. Ray 
Meyer, who coached George (Mr. Basket- 
ball) Mikan in college, says Schlundt com- 
pares with Mikan in his college days. Almost - 
no picker of All-America teams places 
Schlundt lower than the top five; last year, he 
Was an almost unanimous choice. 

lo make matters worse for his opponents 
(Indiana, which started its season last week, 
plays 22 games this year), Schlundt also gets 
bigger and bigger. He was a shade under 6’9” 
when he came to Bloomington from Wash- 
ington-Clay Township High, near South 
Bend, three years ago. Today he is more than 
an inch taller, weighs 235 (10 pounds more 
than last year); coath Branch McCracken 
expects him to reach at least 7 feet before 
he stops growing. 

All this height has certain disadvantages 
off the basketball floor. Don has practically 
made a career of demolishing light fixtures; 
the result is a wary look, plus a sort of sub- 
conscious stoop and shuffle. When he had 
his appendix removed last summer, he over- 
lapped the hospital bed by a good 6 inches. 
At home, he sleeps in an outsize special bed 
built by McCracken’s brother-in-law, a fur- 
niture dealer. On the road, Don pulls two beds 


together and sleeps diagonally across them. 


He comes by his height honestly. His 


father is 62” and his mother 5’10”; a brother 
is 64”. At-13, Don was 5’5” and chubby. A 
year later he was 6’1” and another year 
brought him to 66”, This beanstalk growth 
created a clothing problem; one spring his 
mother bought him four pair of winter pants, 
only to find her boy 5 inches taller when 
winter rolled around. The pants were cut 
down for his father. 


And one of the first things his wife, Gloria 
—who is a petite 5’°2”—had to learn was how 


to splice his neckties. “I put in a piece of 
material to fit under his collar,” she says. 


“Otherwise, the ends would only come about 


a third of the way down the front of his shirt.” 


‘A Friendly St. Bernard’ 


N SPITE OF his height, Don doesn't look 

like a basketball player. (Last season, a 
fan stopped him in a grocery to suggest 
he try out for the game.) Meck, mild and 
quiet (° ‘darn” is his harshest expression), he 
is sometimes described as a “friendly St. 
Bernard.” Last year, he painted the ceiling 
of his apartment without a ladder; immedi- 
ately he was called upon to paint all the 
other apartments in the building. The result 
was a sore arm that forced him to shoot 
baskets left-handed. 

After a whirl at pro ball, Don figures he'll 
sell insurance for a living. He already is a 
part-time salesman in Bloomington—a fact 
which has caused a few wisecracks around 
the Big 10. “I'll buy some,” said one coach, 
“only if Schlundt sells insurance against him- 
self.”
